THE EUROPEANS, particularly the British 
and the Belgians, are deeply concerned over 
whether they will be able to trade with the 
United States while the American aid is being 
reduced. Last year Western Europe sold to 
the United States about a billion dollars less 
goods and services than in 1951. If this trend 
continues, as is likely, the so-called dollar 
gap between European exports and imports | 
will become larger. Mere extension for one 
year of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Law 
as it now stands, as requested by Eisenhower, 
Dulles and Stassen, will do little good. 
Furthermore, the White House has promised 
not to try to negotiate any more trade agree- 
ments during the next 12 months even within 
the narrow area still remaining under the 
present law. 

If our NATO partners are to substitute 
trade for aid to lessen the dollar gap caused 
by their purchases in this country several 
ways are immediately available, provided 
the American politicians are willing.

Proponents of evolutionary changes in the 
organization of the Defense Department will 
be well satisfied with the President’s plan.

In announcing his policy, the President said 
his Administration had found itself “confronted 
with a crazy quilt of promises, commitments and 
contracts.” He seemed to be shocked by the fact 
that when he took office he found $1 billion dol- 
lars in appropriated funds, “largely tommitted,” 
for which cash must be provided from future 
tax revenues. 

“It’s just as if the late Administration had 


gone to the store and ordered 81 billions of © 


goods which we've got to pay for as they're de- 
livered,” he said, “in addition to paying the 
regular household running expenses.”

In fairness, two things need to be said about 
these 81 billions of military goods which are 
yet to be delivered. 

First, if these goods have to be paid for, still 
they will also help this Administration provide 
the security for which it is responsible. 

Second, if the Truman Administration ordered 
too much—if in other words it, embarked on 
too large a defense program—it must be con- 
fessed that few persons said so at the time. The 
defense appropriations which were made in 
the dark days following the Korean aggression 
went through Congress with overwhelming bi- 
partisan and public support. If a mistake was 
made in setting targets too high, the mistake 
was generally shared by the country. 

But whether the defense program was actually 
too big and now should be cut down remains to 
be established. A sound judgment on it can- 
not be made until the President tefls the coun- 
try exactly what his budget. means in terms of 
planes, ships, guns, divisions and air wings. He. 
should state frankly what the new goais are, 
and explain clearly why he believes they will 
serve national security better than the old ones.

Three hundred years ago in England, times 
were as bad—or worse—than today. Charles I 
had just lost his head and Cromwell's Round- 
heads were tightening their grip on the coun- 
try. They even passed a law against “fiddling 
and making music in any inn, alehouse or 
tavern” since, after all, the songs might be 
subversive Royalist songs. 

Dr. John Donne of St. Paul’s had been im- 
prisoned. Michael Drayton had seen an edition 
of his poetry burned in public. And John Hales 
of Eton had been sentenced for refusing to 
swear a loyalty oath. So it is a little surpris- 
ing that a good friend of these men should have 
published im 1653 the most serene classic of 
our language: Izaak Walton's “The Compleat 
Angler; or, The Contemplative Man’s Recrea- 
tion.” Not one of its pages is shadowed by the 
troubles of the times, let alone by any sugges- 
tion that Walton himself was in danger because 
of loyalty to his King. 

Instead, there are observations on all the 
chief kinds of fish in the English rivers and 
methods of catching them. Much of Walton's 
writing, especially on conservation, still. holds 
good. But this is hardly why his book has gone 
through 300 editions in these 300 years, His 
“jury of flies,” the 12 artificial lures he de- 
scribed, are still with us in such favorites as 
the Black Gnat, the March Brown, the Whirling 
Dun—and the Wooly Worm which. some Mis- 
sourians like to believe was first tied in 
Ozarks, But his rods of hazel and ash and 
tapered lines of horsehair are quite outmoded. 
And he did not even have a reel. 

“Charm” is the all-inclusive word for Walton's 
everlasting appeal. This “Brother of the Angle”

In nearly 
three years of war, more than 
2,000,000 have been made home- 
less, 1,000,000 have died, nearly 
300,000 have been widowed and 
nearly 50,000 children ophaned. 
The source of these figures is the 
Korean government. 

While the statistics may not be 
precise, they reflect in part the 
staggering suffering of the Ko- 
rean people. They do not include 
the destruction of Japanese-built 
industries that the infant repub- 
lic inherited with Japan's defeat. 
Or the destruction of the great 
dams in North Korea that the 
Japanese also built.

Two 
years ago the Colonial Williams- 
burg organization. started a se- 
ries of*such Virginia accounts, 
with the hope of acquainting 
Americans with various phases 
of the social life of the area.

Dr. Edmund S. Morgan, a 
trained historian, writes with 
humor, authority and occasion- 
al zest—as if; in fact, he had 
never heard of a Ph.D. or a 
seminar.

a neatly paced presentation of

STEIN ILLUSTRATE THE TAILORED 
SUMMER TREND.

YT. LOUIS women shopping 

for their hot-weather ward- 

robes find that one word can 
cover the entire fashion situation 
this summer and that word is 
“cotton.” Because of a complete 
face-lifting job, old-favorite cot- 
tons are hardly recognizable, as 
annual Cotton Week, which starts 
tomorrow, offers in opportunity 
to observe the variety and the 
new qualities of the materials. 

Long associated with casual 
summer needs and regarded as 
especially suitable for the pretty, 
unsophisticated type of clothes, 
cotton now has adopted a metro- 
politan air. City cottons to be 
worn for business and selected 
for travel wardrobes are the 
ones which best illustrate the 
improvements in the creation of 
novelty materials although the 
changes have been great through- 
out the entire apparel field. 
Pique, for example, has an im- 
pressive textured appearance and 
a depth that suggests well-tail- 
ored suits and coats. Chambray 
is featured in dark, . two-tone 
combinations that have an irides- 
cent look. Denim is “slicked up” 
and dyed new shades to serve 
for skirts and matching jackets, 
and for evening dresses as well 
as for sports clothes, 

* * * 

This textured interest not only 
has contributed to the beauty of 
the materials but also has given 
them added versatility. Cotton 
suitings, regarded primarily for 
practical clothes, look equally as 
attractive for late-day and eve- 
ning frocks. Lustrous,  satin- 
finished cottons formerly used 
for slip covers and for linings 
now whirl on the dance floor. 
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Double-duty themes are plentiful, 
too, as some of the new sports- 
wear doubles for evening.: Suits 
become late-day costumes by the 
doffing of a jacket to reveal a 
low-cut bodice. 

Contributing, also, to the ef- 
fectiveness of cottons is the way 
in which the designers have 
added new depth by the use of 
decoration. Quilting, tucking, glit- 
tering embroidery, appliques and 
scalloped bandings are especially 
noteworthy. Combinations of ma- 
terials likewise are handled deftly. 
Embroidered organdies trim 
chambray as well as plain or- 
gandy. Plaid ginghams are chosen 
for redingotes, tunics and swathed 
hipline draperies on solid colored 
cottons. 

Leading exponent of the cotton 
vogue this year is Adele Simpson, 
New York designer, who recently 
was given the first annual award 
in Washington for “outstanding 
contribution to the prestige of 
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cotton in the creative fashion 
field.” This award was pre- 
sented by Secretary Ezra Taft 
Benson, of the Department of 
Agriculture, in behalf of the cot- 
ton industry. 


Mrs. Simpson’s contributions 
include both day and evening 
types but the ones regarded as 
most typical of the modern han- 
dling of cotton are her jacquard 
cotton ensembles. This designer 
has stated that she believes in 
“fashion in. motion” because all 
America is on the move, so clothes 
should be designed for the many 
different requirements in an 
American woman's busy day, One 
two-piece ensemble, cited as out- 
standing in this regard, consists 
of dress and jacket of jacquard 
cotton satin.

This shedding no doubt is due 
to the cuttings produced when 
the carpeting was sheared to give 
it an even pile height. It is nor- 
mal for some shedding to take 
place for a time while a carpet 
is new, regardless of the type of 
fiber of which it is made. It 
usually accounts for only 2 to 
3.per cent of the pile fiber in the 
carpet, I am told, and does not 
jadicate a defective carpet, 

*So don’t let this spoil your 
pleasure in your new carpet, Mrs.

With over-all output cut by a smaller 
demand, Haskins gives only part time to milling; he raises 
dairy and beef cattle on 510 acres he owns or leases. De- 
mand is enough, however, to keep him busy full time in the 
winter, and most mornings the rest of the year.

N THE SAME DAY and at almost the same moment, new 
rulers ascended thrones of two adjoining key kingdoms 
in the restless Middle East. At Baghdad, a salvo of 

101 guns heralded the accession. of King Faisal II of Iraq; at 
Amman, 500 miles across the mountains and deserts to the 
southwest, Hussein I was similarly acclaimed the new mon- 
arch of Jordan. 

Iraq is oil-rich, Jordan poor in natural resources. But both 
states are important in the political line-ups of Arab forces 
in a region situated between East and West. Both the new 
kings are 18 years old, British-educated, considered descend- 
ants of the Prophet Mohammed. Their countries are the only 
Arab states whose links with Britain have remained unbroken 
since T; E. Lawrence established empire ties with the Arab 
kingdom of Sherif Hussein, -grandfather of both Faisal 
and Hussein, in the World War I Arab revolt against the Turks.

T was 10:25 p.m. on a Thursday night. In 
the homes lining North Broad Street here, 
lights were.winking off. 

In the street, a few couples hurried by 
on their way home from the early movies. One 
or two cars drifted past. From the leafless 
shrubbery planted by the porch at No. 1078, 
a dark figure may or may not have leaped up 
and rushed off into the darkness. 

As to this, no one knows, precisely. Cer- 
tainly not the occupant of No. 1078. He is Prof. 
Alvin C. White, a youngish (41), broad- 
shouldered professor of economics at Knox 
College. For at that moment his wife and four 
children were upstairs in bed. And he sat in 
pajamas and. bathrobe alone in the living 
room preparing for Friday classes. 

Precisely one minute later, at 10:26, the 
quiet of North Broad Street—and of Galesburg 
—Wwas shattered by a tremendous blast. 

The noise. was a dynamite bomb going off 
on Prof. White’s porch. It shattered windows 
(see picture) and part of the brick porch foun- 
dations, but failed to injure either Prof. White 
or his family. | i 

Within minutes 75 neighbors had gathered, 
and the White youngsters, still in pajamas, 
brought out the kitchen broom to sweep up

< citizens said “yes” —how they made it stick is vital to every American 


nearly four years. 

Even today, no one is certain that the two 
aré related. (After all, it could have been a 
crank’s geed.) But the incident has already 
put a national spotlight on Galesburg and its 
law-enforcement problems. What’s more, it 
has illuminated a grim truth often forgotten: 
that “cleaning up” any U.S. city is no happy 
crusade of speeches, fireworks, and “throw the 
rascals out.” All too often, it is a long, bitter, 
uphill ight, with more reverses than victories. 
And sometimes, as with Prof. White, it may in- 
volve great personal danger. 

Alvin White, since 1950, has been a leading 
spirit in the “Laymen of Galesburg,” an or- 
ganization of lay church members who have 
fought gambling, sale of liquor to minors, and 
organized vice with everything they had. They 
have faced threats, scandalous rumors, and 
possible loss of livelihood. But they have gone 
ahead anyway. 

Right beside him—leading, much of the time 
~—has been a brave barber, Owen W. Budd, a 
member .of the city council since 1947. No 
“bluenose,” Budd makes no secret of the fact 
that he occasionally drinks, yet he says: “I’m 
not against liquor-—I'm just against the sale 
of it to minors. But when it comes to gambling 
and prostitution, I’m on the warpath.” 

With White and Budd are almost all mem- 
bers of the city’s ministerial association—espe- 
cially the Rev. Frederick Gilson, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, the Rev. Glen Lindell of 
Mission Covenant Church, and the Rev. Alan 
Jenkins, of Central Congregational Church. 

The ministers have helped to raid a “horse 
parlor” in downtown Galesburg. Budd has re- 
peatedly pointed out violations of the law to 
the City Council—and until lately watched city 
officials ignore his complaints. Another recruit 
is insurance salesman Bill Peck, an ex-war vet- 
eran, who helped the Laymen raid a vice 
center. Y ; 


is Too Much Reform Bad? 


S GALESBURG so bad then? Is it any worse 
than dozens of other U.S. cities, large and 
small? Why all the furor? 

To some Galesburg citizens—and herein lies 

a big obstacle to many city “clean-up” cam- 
paigns—“too much reform is bad for a city.” 

“Fellows like Budd and the Laymen hurt 
business,” some of them say. “You've got to 
have a little bit of this stuff in town or else 
you'll drive people away.” 

Even harder to face is public apathy. Too 
often, upright citizens would say to White or 
Budd: “I’m with you, but I don’t want to stick 
my neck out.” Others would say: “Isn't all this 


bad for Galesburg? After all, other cities are 
a lot worse—and this clean-up talk just gives 
us bad publicity.” And some groups would 
offer support to the clean-up—but flout the 
law in the privacy of their clubrooms. 

None of this was Galesburg’s fault, White 
and his associates realized. It would happen 
anywhere—simply because many people hate 
to be bothered, even for a good cause. 

Against opposition like this, the Laymen, in- 
cluding White, Peck and the ministers, and 
Alderman Budd, have fought since 1949. Their 
fight, so far, has been through three separate 
rounds—and at the moment, at least, they can 
claim a victory on points. 

began in 1949 


ROUND | with a sneak ef- 


fort in the City Courcil to cancel a 1934 or- 
dinance limiting liquor licenses to 30. 

The Ministerial Association called a Town 
Meeting, attended by 500 people, and broad- 
cast to thousands more. Only 4 of the town’s 


. 14 aldermen attended—but the protest was so 


emphatic that at the next Council meeting, 
Mayor Ralph B. Johnson, himself no crusader, 
vetoed the ordinance repeal. 

From then on, the Laymen and the Min- 
isters began looking more closely at the town 
and especially at “the Square,” Galesburg’s 
downtown section spotted with taverns, pack- 
age stores—and concealed betting rooms. 

was a direct at- 
ROUND 2 tack on gambling. 

The Revs. Gilson and Jenkins decided to 
hunt out evidence themselves. 

One day they visited a racing “club” on 
Galesburg’s square. While they were inside, 
other Laymen telephoned the police, insisting 
on a raid. Nothing happened—until the Lay- 


men went to the State’s Attorney, Ben Robin- 


son, for a warrant. Armed with this, a deputy 
sheriff and two police forced open the club 
door—and found only. a wastepaper basket 
containing apparent gambling equipment. 
Nevertheless, the incident made big local 
headlines. The newspaper swung cautiously 
behind the ministers and the Laymen. Many 
local people were encouraged, and a few weeks 
later, when the Kefauver investigations 


trained a national spotlight on crime, the feel-- 


ing spread that “it’s time to do someth 


What? With horse-bettors on the run,. 


Galesburg’s clean-up. squad turned on liquor 
dealers willing to sell to minors. 

The laymen enlisted the help of young col- 
lege students from Knox. These they sent to 
Galesburg bars, and in 20 of them the young- 
sters found they could buy liquor or beer. Prof. 
White still has the “evidence” (see picture, 
next page). 


But White and Budd made a mistake. As 
part of their campaign they sent their own 
children in to buy liquor—Marilyn White, then 
15, among them. The police refused to act on 
such evidence in the absence of beanies sworn 
complaints. 

Soon after, ugly rumors floated about that 
theLaymen were ‘contributing to the delin- 
quency of minors”—their own children. Right 
there, the clean-up campaign lost some local 
support at a time it needed it most. 

Meanwhile, where were city authorities? 

Nowhere, according to the reformers. 

Only one policeman, George Fuller, then a 
captain, could be relied upon for real help.- 
The city attorney was an active opponent of 
the methods used by the reformers. As to 
Mayor Johnson, the Rev. Mr. Gilson says this: 
“His promises were never worth the air he blew 
them out with.” 

But by last year liquor for minors was be- 
ginning to dry up around Galesburg. In cafes 
appeared signs saying: “No aang. ” Bars 
tacked up “No Minors” signs. 

took place on 

ROUND 3 Waters Street, a 

neighborhood of shabby-genteel residences 

near the railroad tracks. At least two were dis- 

orderly houses. The Laymen decided to tackle 
the vice problem themselves. 

Two of them, Peck and Art Arie, gained ad- 
mittance to a known house of ill-fame. Other 
Laymen got the police to make a raid. 

Only two women were arrested. And at the 
police station Laymen heard one of them say 
to an officer: “J thought you promised us this 
would never happen!” 

Even so; organized vice fled Galesburg.

ARLY LAST YEAR 12 ministers sent a 
formal letter to the Mayor insist- 


ing on better law enforcement. 


When the Mayor replied, “Gales- 
burg is now one of the cleanest cities in 
the state,” the Laymen responded: “This 
improvement was due to the pressure 
brought to bear by the direct action of 
local citizens, and not by any-attempt of 
the city administration to enforce the 
law. . 

But conan gradually grew better. 
Late last year, Fuller became police chief. 
Into the state’s attorney’s office moved 
William H. Small, an aggressive supporter 
of the clean-up movement. Sheriff Isaac- 
son helped out vigorously. And Alderman 
Budd, though defeated for the Mayor’s 
office in the primaries, had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing Mayor Johnson prepare to 
retire from office last month. 

What is Galesburg like today? 

“Things are tighter than a drum since 
the bomb went off at White’s house the 

other day,” said one occupant of a ego 
burg bar. 3 

What has it meant? 

State prosecuter Small says this: “I’ve 
had hints passed to me to take it easy 
and not go too heavy on the boys. 

“I’ve been reminded that I might want 
to run for office again, and that I should 
play it smart. I just smile. 

“I know what my job is and I'm going 
to do it.” 


And Police Chief Fuller adds: “If it

really cares, the public will see they pay 
decent wages to policemen, ~ they get a 
good force.” 

But what about the pene on Prof. 
White’s front porch? 

Says White: “The bombing didn’t scare 
me. Nobody was hurt. The damage can 
be repaired. Maybe whoever did it will 
try again. 

“But risk and danger are easier to live 
with than corruption, crime and decad- 
ence that may destroy us from within. 

“A citizen ought to be willing to face 
the possibility of risk and danger for a 
good cause. I’m not going to run away.” 


is the Struggle Over? 


ut as White implies, the battle may 
not be over—and it has left commu- 
nity scars. 

In Galesburg, the Laymen and their 
group are not “popular”’—some call White 
a publicity-seeker and a “radical,” and 
Alderman Budd has had more than one 
telephone threat. 

There may be new attempts to start 
betting rooms, to wink at liquor and vice 
laws. What then? 

“We'll keep on fighting,” says White. 
“People have to realize that real life isn’t 
like the movies. To stay ahead, you have 
to keep on winning. That’s what we in- 
tend to do—and that’s what other Ameri- 
cans who believe in good government 
have to do, too.” }

RE THERE lots of people who think they 
have high blood pressure, but really 
don’t? 

A doctor has implied strongly that 
the answer to that question is “yes.” His state- 
ment may affect the whole outlook of doctors 
toward a vital phase of your health. — 

Reporting to the American Academy of Gen- 
eral Practice a few weeks ago, Dr. Arthur M. 
Master, of New York, said: 

3—Generally accepted “blood pressure 
limits” for the average person appear to be 
too low. 

9—It is actually normal for blood pressure 
to get higher as you get older. 

3-—Setting inflexible limits on pressure (say 
150 or 160) would put half the normal people 
over the age of 50 in the US. in the “high blood 
pressure group.” They obviously aren’t. 

The findings came from case studies of 
74,000 people. ~—_ 

What does it all mean? 

First, the old yardstick for blood pressure 
of “100 plus your age” holds true only part 
of the time. 

“ Of course, blood pressure readings of from 
105 to 140 are good. (And that may be 100 plus 
your age.) 

But 150, 160 or even 175 can be “normal” 
for some people (age 40 through 64). There 
are even cases.-in which a higher reading is 
not dangerous. — 

Said one physician: 

“T’ve a patient who is 18 years old. She’s as 
healthy as could be, robust and full of vigor. 

“Her blood pressure has been 210 or higher 


for several] years. Yes, she’s been told she has 


high blood pressure. 
“But how can that.be so? She’s as healthy 


_ @nd sound as a dollar.” 


Doctors Wondered 


NoTHER significant finding of Dr. Master’s 
A study: | 
Of 500 men studied who lived through 
heart attacks, only 27 per cent had high blood 
pressure before the attack. 
About 70 per cent. had normal pressure. 
That would indicate, contrary to widespread 
medical belief, that blood pressure is not the 


all-important factor in certain heart attacks.. 


For women, findings were different. More 
than 70 per cent of the 100 female cases had 


high blood pressure preceding their attacks. 


Many family doctors who heard the report 
came away thinking: It’s time to take a long 
look at the whole blood pressure picture. 9

Yankee, is No. 2 man in 


the White House, because... 


He saves 
Ike's time...

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
EOPLE WHO wWorRK in the White 
House with Sherman Adams, 
Assistant to the President, say 
he is not nearly as austere as 

you might think. 

“But when you go into his office,” 
they say, “you’d better have the facts. 
And you had better be precise.” 

- . What they mean is best illustrated 
by this story: When Adams was Gov- 
ernor of New Hampshire, he was about 
to take a trip by air. He asked an aide 
what time his plane took off. 

e “Eight-thirty, sir,” said the aide. 

@ “Eight-thirty what — daylight or 
standard?” asked Adams. 

@ “I assume it's daylight, sir.” 

@ Adams eyed him coldly and said: 
“We don’t assume here. We know.” 


that soon after he came into the 
¢ White House he issued a “no-smoking” 
order to stenographers. 

Actually, the girls In the White 
House still smoke. Adams’ orders, 
backed up by the President, were that 
an air of dignity must be maintained. 
He wanted to discourage the girls from 
puffing on cigarettes and holding bull 
sessions in the lobby and corridors. 

Adams shows up in his office at 7:30 
- a.m., sometimes earlier, and toils until 
the dinner hour. There may not be, as 
Harry Truman used to say, an Indis- 
pensable Man; but Adams’ colleagues 
will argue that he is certainly the In- 
defatigable Man. 

Nobody in Washington is closer to 
President Eisenhower. Although he 


has known Ike less than a year, Adams 
is doubtless more influential and more 
powerful than members of the Cabinet. 
@ His job is to oversee the operations 
of the White House; his goal is to 
lighten the burden on the President 
and give him more time to think of 
great world problems—more time, too, 
to relax and guard against tension. 
Adams presides over meetings of the 
White House staff every working day 
except Monday when he meets with 


. Legislative leaders. At these staff 


meetings, the big objective is to devise 
ways of keeping all but the most vital 
matters away from the desk of Presi- 
dént Eisenhower himself. 
@ One way they do it is to boil down 
the reports that must go to the Chief 
Executive. Ike, like most men with a 
military background, prefers to have 
things put in capsule form—on a single 
page if possible. In the 1952 campaign, 
Ike was appalled to see a 34-page out- 
line of a visit to Los Angeles. 
@ “Thirty-four pages!” he exclaimed. 
“Why, the whole Normandy invasion 
was in eight pages!” 

President Eisenhower is not yet sat- 


- 


‘isfied with the organization of the 


White House. He complains that he 
still doesn’t have enough time to think. 
Adams agrees. So he regards each day 
a failure if he and his staff haven’t 
made progress toward their objective. 


Adams himself is in and out of the 


President’s office frequently during the 
day. His office is 12 or 15 paces away — 


across the lobby in the west wing. 


He Can See ike Play 


ooxinc through the windows be- 

hind Adams desk, you can see a 

bed of spring flowers and, beyond, 

the rolling South Grounds, where Ike 
often practices golf shots. 

I interviewed.Adams on a Saturday, 

which ordinarily is a quiet day in the 
White House. He was indulging in his 
one known eccentricity —a flair for 
loud clothes. 
@ He had on a check gray suit, a blue 
vest, a striped shirt and a noisy tie 
splashed with red and other vivid col- 
ors. Adams’ associates say that Satur- 
day is the only day on which he gives 
way to this peacock urge; on other 
days his clothes are conservative in cut 
and sober in tone. 

On a wall of Adams’ office are prints 
of the early American Presidents. Two 
of those in the gallery — John Adams 
and John Quincy Adams—are distant 
kinfolk of the man behind the desk. 
Though he is not. a direct descendant, 
Adams traces his line to a common an- 
cestor, Henry Adams, who came over 
from England in the 1630's. -

His favorite for dinner is steak. After 
dinner, he and Mrs. Adams are likely 
to watch TV or listen to a Bach record. 
Adams is completely devoted to his 
new boss. When I asked him how Ike 
was getting along, he said, “Amazingly 
well. He is in good health, and is now 
at the point where he is sort. of getting 
his second wind in the Presidency. He 
knows from expertence how important 
it is to relax at times, and he has the 
courage to do it.”
